This was our main worry as we 
made our way steadily north. 



For eight days we had camped 
In a cove aheltercd from easterly 
winds, where a run of cweet water 
found Its way down V> the beach.

Both flah »nd game were plentiful 
here, and we soon luld in and salted 
provisions Bufflclent to carry- ui 
throuch the last leg ni the voyage. 
Water waa our chief concern, bul 
wc fcatimatod that, by allowing a 
pint a day to each person, our Iir- 
teeri gallons should iast us r»s many 
days. 

Had it not been for Mrs. Good- 
win, our prospects would have 
seemed brighter than at any time 
In the pant 

We realised that Bella had come 
to the end of her tether; she would 
die here, err on the posmiei to 
•niunr. She had sunk rapidly dur- 
ing tlie previous fortnight. Now she 
lay In a kind of stupor, scarcely con- 
scious ot what wiu lairing place 
around her. Whatever bis feelings. 
Dan had kept, hi* own counsel until 
Lhe evening when all wu in readl- 
nroa fur proceeding 

Tummy was already asleep at his 
mother's side. Garth sat on watch 
by the sink woman, who had taken 
no food the day lonit.

But thirst, not hunger 
was the torment. We bad so tittle 
V/oter Wt that we were olillaed to 
out down the ration to a quarter 'if 
i pint. Issued at noon. 

1 have only a nightmarish recol- 
lection of tho lost thirty -sia hours 
of the voyage 

The last thing I remembered was 
Nellie calling weakly. "Look yonder," 
and we organ struggling up to stare 
out over the sea, 

A large ship lay becalmed about 
ta'u miles distant, her dingy brown 
sails hanging limp from the yards, 
And between her and ourselves a 
bout, rowing four oars or irut. I 
couldn't be cure wluoh, appeared 
ruid disappeared as she hpiwu ached 
us over the glassy sea.

1 tablespoons cornflour, 1 
pint milk, sugar to siL-.tr. 1 or X 
egf-whlles. 

Blend the cornflour with a little 
cold milk. Heat the remaining 
nulk with 1 uhlespoon sugar. 3 tw- 
in the cornflour and simmer for 3 
minutes, or over balling water for 
30 minutes. Cool slightly, sUr in 
plum puree, and then the stiffly- 
beaten egg-white. Sweeten further 
to taste, if necessary Pour Into a 
wetted mould, Turn out when set 
and serve with sweet biscuits

Cook only 
until thoroughly hot and Lhe fruit 
ix tender without being broken- Pile 
the creamed beef and celery onto 
a hot entree dish, sprinkle heavily 
with chopped parsley, and pile the 
fruit at either end of the dish. Serve 
very hot with crisp Meiba totitt 

APRICOTS PrUNCKSSK 
About 16 apricol halves, 1 cop 
orange juice, 1 cap lenim Juice, I 
cup hot water, ougar or honey to 
(ante, 3 ere -whiles, 1 tablespoon 
rriii line. J cap coid -water. 

Arrange the apricots in the bottom 
of a flat-bottomed mould. Soften 
the gelatine In the cold water and 
dissolve in the hot water. Add the 
orange and lemon Juice and sweeten 
to taste. Allow to coo] and begin 
to aet, and then, whip in the 
stiffly-beaten egg-whites. Pour onto 
the aprlcoto and chill. When quite 
firm turn out and serve with ringer 
rjtscults. 

APPLES JACQUELINE 
Four cooking apples. 1 tablespoon 
honey, l deiMtrtsPoon butter. 1 
unvspwn apricot Jam, z or 3 table- 
spoon* biscuit or coke crumb*, fresh 
or mock whipped cream (may be 
omitted I. 

Peel and care apples. Melt butter, 
sdd honey and pour oier the apples, 
which have been placed in an oven- 
proof dish. Bake in a moderate 
oven (3&0 deg. P.) for about 30 
minutes or until tender but not 
broken or too soft Allow lo cool 
and then brush with aprlrot Jam 
and oast with orumba of blaculla, 
cake or nuts. Chill thoroughly and 
pipe a rosette of cream an top. 

CHATEAU BEEF SALAD 
One dorim allcea nf thinly-sliced 
rosat beef, mustard ur chutney, 11 
cups or weB -seasoned savory jelly, 1 
cup diced potatoes, j rop cooked pens 
ajiii beans, 1 dessertspoon chopped 
eschalot, Z cooked heriroot, chopped 
porajey and paralry sprics, niayun- 



Holl the slices of heef neatly, trim- 
ming edges They may be spread 
before rolling with mustard or chut- 
nay. Chop the savory Jelly, which 
should be lignl and quivering and 
well seasoned. Carabine the cooked 
potatoes, peas or beans, and eschalot. 
Mice the beetroot,. 

Pile the potato salad In the centre 
of a salad platter Tap with mayon- 
naise and sprinkle heavily with pars- 
ley. Surround with choppeu aspic 
nnd arrange the bcel mils on the 
aspic, edging out from the vegetable 
salad Overlap the beetroot slices 
between the rolls on each side of the 
platter. Serve very cold.
